i, Xf. It is realized that officials whose duties require extensive 
liaison with representatives of other agencies of the U.S. Government 
find it advantageous or necessary in the furtherance of official discussion 
to occasionally provide entertainment in the form of suitable luncheons, 
dinners, etc. However, this is’a problem which we have in common with 
all other U.S. Government officials and the Congress has not seen fit to 
establish, as a matter of public policy, any general authorization which 
would permit public funds to be used for such purposes. Although the 
extraordinary powers given to the Director of Central Intelligence would 
permit him to approve the use of official] funds for the entertainment of 
U.S. officials in special or extraordinary circumstances dictated by 
security and in the furtherance of a specific sérvice vital to the Agency's 
mission, it would not be appropriate for the Agency to utilize such authority fev fu "paar. 
to-approve_reimbuysement-for normal -social-entertainment of other-U.S. : 
officials when the’ reciprocation ef such-entertainment by other U.S. 
Government offjcials must be borne from their private funds. Consequeutly, 
requests by headquarters personnel for reimbursement for entertainment 
expenses for luncheons, dinners, etc., attended exclusively by U.S. 
Government officials will be denied. , 


L x. The above does not preclude reimbursement for luncheons, 
dinners, etc., given to entertain a private citizen of the U.S. or a foreiga 
national when such entertainment is properly justified as necessary in 
connection with the attainment of a specific operational objective of the 
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Agency. Operational entertainment of, this. typ e ghould be approved: fn 
advance by 4-sénier Operating Official ‘Operating Officials should 
exercise discretion in their authorization of such expenses ih order to 
ensure that such entertainment will serve an official purpose, that it is 
not lavish, and that the number of U.S. Government officials attending 
is in keeping with the official purpose to be served.
